been removed from Charleston, harbor, and 
sent to Perisacola, where .they have been 
mounted in the batteries. 


General Bragg has sixty mortars bearing 


point blank upon Fort 'Pickens. The rail- 
road from Montgomery to Pensacola was 
completed two weeks ago yesterday. . 


Large numbers of cavalry are now con- 


centrating at the latter point, and the in- 
fantry are being withdrawn and sent.north. 


The object of concentrating the cavalry 


at Pensacola ia probably to more effectual- 
ly resist the landing, of the United States 
troops. For a similar.purpose sand-bag 
batteries have been erected for .a number of 
miles along the shore. 


For a number of months past the women 


and children have been busily occupied, in 
sewing and filling their sand bags.,,. 


• The government troops under Gol. Brown 
have been equally busy in throwing up sand 
batteries on Santa Eosa Island, having been 
supplied with sand bags by the U. S. trans-, 
port Atlantic. 
Their exertions have so far 


proved successful that all the outworks of 
fortification are now thoroughly protected.. 


The rebels have an especial dread of the 


U. S. troops which - recently arrived from; 
Texas, having witnessed their.flying artil-.. 
lery drill on Santa Rosa Island.. 


: Tlie rebel forces now at Pickens under 
Bragg is estimated to be about 8000,;one- 
fourth of which consists of cavalry. 


The authorities at Montgomery estimate 


tbat with their, present organization they 
are able to put 175,000 men into the field, 
fully equipped and armed, and with.ammu- 
nition for one year.

that he has every reason to believe that 
they do not exaggerate their strength.

nois State Journal, writing from Cairo,-May

" I was present yesterday at' an interview 


between Gen. Prentiss and a Kentucky 
merchant of secession proclivities. 
The 


latter was here to see about some freight 
which he had on the Fred Lorenz, of whose 
detention I gave you an account .yesterday.1 
' I do not,' said the Kentuckian, ' think it 
right that citizens of a state not yet seced- 
ed, should be prevented from receiving their 
shipments, especially, when it is known 
that we are in want of breadstufis.' 
' Can 


you,' replied the general, ' give me any as- 
snrance that these articles will not be for- 
warded into Tennessee for the use of those 
who'are endeavoring to subvert the author- 
ity of the government?' 'I cannot,' re- 
joined the merchant, ' give any ' assurance 
where they will go, when I sell them.'— 
'Then,' answered the general, '.that settles 
the question. I wish yon, sir, however, to 
distinctly understand me ; I wage no war 
against the Union men of Kentucky, or of 
any other state. Go back, sir, to your 
home, and tell every Union man, -woman 
and child in Kentucky, if they want food, 
to come to me, 'and I will feed them all. 
But, .sir, I dasire to say to you in an equal- 
ly positive and emphatic manner that if I 
catch a Jsecessionist here, daring to utter 
treasonable sentiments in the presence of 
ray. troops, I will put him in the guard 
house ; he shall then have a speedy trial, 
and if proven guilty, the transition froin 
thence to the GALLOWS will be as easy and 
natural, as it will be certain'and merited. 
On this, sir, all secessionists and traitors 
may most assuredly relv.' This ended the 
interview."

M omen dared not walk the streets after 
sundown, and were often insulted in the 
grossest manner by the soldiers while sit- 
ting on their own doorsteps. Many of them 
had money'due them; from persons in the 
navy yard, and when compelled to go for it, 
were subjected to the greatest indignities. 
Commodore French, who is in command of 
the navy yard, is represented as an old lib- 
ertine, who encourages his men in their 
beastialities by his own conduct. 


The refugees state that there are hun- 


dreds of staunch Union men in Portsmouth, 
whose daily prayer is that .the secession 
bands may be driven from their midst;— 
These men are kept in subjection and con- 
stant fear for their lives by the Georgia sol- 
diers, who occupy the navy yard and adja- 
cent fields.. It is believed that, were it not 
for the soldiers, Portsmouth would give a 
fair majority for the Union. Union men, 
however, are told that if they dare to vote 
or talk for the Union, they will be killed in- 
stantly. Several New Yorkers have been 
forced to take up arms against their own 
flag, but firmly declare they will never fire 
a bullet at it. - 


Provisions in the city are so scarce tha 


money will not-buy them. Poor citizens 
particularly those who are suspected of bo 
ing opposed to secession, have been scarce 
ly able to get enough to eat to keep them 
alive. The authorities' have established 
sort of distributing office, where such fooc 
as-can be obtained is doled out to citizen 
in pitiful quantities. 
It consists principa' 


ly .of meal, pork and herring—most o 
which is obtained from the navy yard 
There has been but little, if tiny, freah mea 
offered for sale in the city, and butter can 
not be had at any price. 


The navy yard has been pretty thorough 


ly repaired, and many heavy guns have 
been planted outside at various points 
There are between seven and eight thou 
sand men in that: vicinity, and it is sak 
that in case of an attack, the force coulc 
bo increased to .twenty thousand in. twenty 
four hours.

Assassination of'-Col. Ellsworth. 


DETAILS OF THE 
TRAGEDY—GRIEF .01' TEE 


PRESIDENT. 


Dispatch ro the Now York Tribune. 


WASHIXGTOX, May 25. 


Col. Ellswoith is killed. He was shot 


dead while descending, the stairs of the 
Marshall House, with a secession flag which 
he had torn down from a staff on the roof. 


The colonel was shot tlirongh the breast 


by one charge of a double-barreled 
gun, 


the otlier charge entering a wainscoting 
nearhim. He fell on his face only exclaim- 
ing " My God," and the blood gushed from 
his wound with such profusion as to drench 
the entire passage. A few seconds after- 
wardsjie uttered a low moan, but his eyes 
were instantly fixed, and, he.had ceased to 
breathe. He was laid upon a bed in a room 
near at hand, with the rebel--flag stained 
with'his blood, and now a trophy to his glo- 
ry, abbut his feet. 


The man who killed . him was James W-.
